“On the other band, there must bs ex-
oreise, such exercige ns will make the
body wholegome and pure. We should
pray more, make better preparation for
prayer and glve more liberally to charlty.
In short, to fast properly we should make
the body really free by harnessing It.*

Pharoah, Saul and Ba-
lnam sald, ‘I have sinned,’ but each kept
on slnning. Judas, at least, gave up the
wages of Inlquity., But David and the
Prodigal meant by the same words that
they were rellnquishing sin.”
